The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method for identifying related ions in an input data set of spectra 
produced by analyzing a sample comprising correlating each row of data in an input data set with 
every other row of data in said input data set producing a correlation matrix, using the steps of 
said instant claims and clustering said matrix to identify at least one group of correlated ranges of 
values using said claimed method steps.
